After an absence 
of eight days, the report was spread through the town 
that the procession would arrive in the afternoon about 
two o'clock. At that hour the market place was 
crowded with people, and soon we could see the cruei- 
fix and the red banner announcing the approach of the 
train. Next we began to hear the hymns and psalms, 
as they rose in turn from the lips of the men and wo- 
men. They proceeded directly to the church, where 
the pilgrimage ended, and then to the market place, 
where they were soon lust in the crowd of friends and 
curious spectators. Such a set of sun burnt, dirty, 
unkempt men and women you do not often see; but 
how could it be otherwise after an eight days’ march 
under a barning August sunt A thriving business 
was carried on for an hour or two at the baggage 
wagons, in the sale of hideous pictures of the Virgin 
Mary, and other saints, which the people seemed to 
think had a peculiar odor of sanctity. Perhaps they 
had been blessed by a priest—possibly by a bishop.

A CHINESE BAPTIST MINISTER. 
We find in the last number of the Religious Herald, | 
blished at Rich d, Virginia, a translated letter | 
from Mun-Seen-Sang, a native of China, who has 
been converted from the three religions—Confucionism, 
Taouism and Budhism—to Christianity. The letter is 
written from the Sffanghae Baptist Mission, and ad- | 
dressed to the Young Men's Missionary Society of the 
Second Baptist church, Richmond, under whose patron- | 
age the Chinese convert is now laboring as a mission- 
ary." ‘‘ Having repented of my sins,’ he writes, | 
** believed in Christ, and earnestly prayed in order to | 
obtain the*converting grace of the Holy Spirit, I re- | 
ceived the ceremony of immersion and became a dis- | 
ciple."’ Mun-Seen-Sang formerly preached at Hong- 
Kong, afterwards at Canton, and year before last went 
to Shanghae. The following extract will interest 
our readers 





I now reside within the city west of Ching-wong- 

meaw, (temple.) This Ching-wong is the very great- 

est of all the temples in Shanghae. The idols in it are 

numerous, and the number of those whe worship the | 
idols is very great, and the place itself is a crowded 

thoroughfare. We have rented a chapel place, 

(Hong-shoo-dong,) where Yong Seen Sang and I to- 

gether dwe!l. Every day at 11 o'clock we open the 

chapel door, the people come in and we discourse 

clearly to them on the doctrines of Jesus, and exhort 

the people, and give them the sacred books. From 3 

to 4 o'clock we in like manner proceed. When time 

permits, we go forth into the streets and crowded places, 

and distribute books and exhort the people. On Sun- 

days we have preaching three times. At night, on 

the second and fifth days of the week, we light the 

lamps and preach also Shuck Seen Sang constantly 

comes to preach and to teach the doctrines. ‘Tobey | 
Seen Sang and Yates Seen Sang also understand a} 
great deal of the dialect of Shanghaé, and also come | 
to preach the doctrines and exhort men. Those who} 
come in to hear are very numerous; but their hearts 
are hard, and the number of those who believe is not 
great. At present there are three men who, with 
true hearts, believe the doctrines and desire to become 
diséiples. For a long time they have been coming to 
the chapel, listening t@ the truth, and enquiring abeut 
the religion of Jesus. 

We are now erecting the new chapel, where crowds 
of people are always passing, and the number who 
will come in to hear will assuredly be great. About 
40 miles from the city we have a Hok-dong, (hall of 
learning,) at the place named Oo-rah-jak. Male and 
female children attend, and we go and preach on the} 
Sabbath—large numbers, male and female, young and | 
old, coming out to hear us. F } 
I have been at Shanghae nearly two years. The | 
teachers wish Yong Seen Sang and I to remove our | 
families to Shanghae, but we do not know whether 
our families are willing to come. Shuck Seen Sang 
has received a letter saying that you, the elder breth- 
ren, are willing to sustain by subseription each 
year in preaching the gospel. My heart greatly 
thanks all the brethren for this manifested righteous- 
ness. Praising the grace of the heavenly Father, I 
will beseech the Holy Spirit’s influence and aid, that | 
I may increase more and more in the diligent preach- 

ing of the qpctrines, and that the souls of the Chinese 
may be saved and enjoy eternal happiness. And I re- 
quest the brethren of the church to pray for me, and 
| will pray the Father of Heaven to bestow upon you 
the blessings and happiness of myriads of ages.

EARLY SOUTHERN BAPTISTS,

Understanding that the Natchez country was likely 
to come under the government of the United States, 
Curtis and Alvoy again took up the line of march 
through the wilderness, trusting in God, and resolute- 
ly determining to preach the gospel where sin and su- 
perstition had triumphed. In Toasemee they were 
hospitably entertained by a Mr, Johnson, whose son 
was subsequently Governor of Louisiana. 

In a few months the government was changed, and 
the flag of the American Union waved its stripes and 
stars over Natchez. Romish despotism expired, and 
civil and religious liberty,—the birthright of man,— 
was officially recognized. 

Elder Curtis and his companion, Alvoy, returned to 
their brethren, who had been left as sheep without a 
shepherd. Immigration poured its waves ito this 
new and interesting country. The labers of Elder 
Curtis were arduous, se f-denying, and successful, and 
seals were given to his ministry 
constituted on Second Creek, about twenty miles 
below Natchez. In 1802 or °3, Daniel Ogden and his 
brother William removed from Cole's creek, and found- 
ed another church about four miles west of Woodville, 
which was called Bethel. There was the vospel of 
Christ in its primitive order, first introduced into that 
portion of our common country now included in the 
State of Mississippi.

A few days since Mr. Munroe, the 
agent for alien passengers, informed me that, during 
the year 1848, twenty thousand foreigners landed in 
this city, and that the present year there will not be 
less than thirty thousand, a Jarge number of whom are 
in a destitute condition, and will find a residence in this 
city and vicinity. It is a serious question, how shall 
we be able to meet the exigencies pf this multitade the 
coming winter, and not neglect the virtuous and de- 
serving poor among our own people? 

Of all the scenes of suffering I have witnessed, none 
have taken deeper hold of my sympathies than those 
where aged men and women have made known their 
wants by the tears on their furrowed cheeks. If the 
wealthy would make me their almoner, I could not de- 
sire greater happiness than to wipe the tears from

NATURAL HISTORY OF THE SABBATH. 
The Creator has given ue a natural restorative—- 
sleep ; and a moral restorative Sabbath-keeping ; and 
it is ruin to dispense with either. Under the pressure 
of high excitement, individuals have passed weeks to- 
gether, with little sleep, or none; but when the 
process is long continued, the over-driven powers re- 
bel, and fever, delirium and death come on; nor can 
the natural amount be systematically curtailed, with- 
out corresponding mischief. The Sabbath does not 
arrive like sleep. The day of rest does not steal over 
us like the hour of slumber. It does not entrance us 
almost whether we will or not; but addressing us as 
intelligent beings, our Creator 8 us that we need 
it, and bids us notice its return, and court its renova- 
tion. Arid if, going in the face of the Creator's kind- 
‘ness, we force ourselves to work all days alike, it is 
not long till we pay the forfeit. The mental worker— 
the man of business, or the man of Jetters—finds his 
ideas becoming torpid and slow ; the equipoise of his 
faculiies is upset, grows moody, fitful, and capricious, 
and with his mental elasticity broken, should any dis- 
aster occur, he subsides igio habitual melancholy, or 
in self-destruction speeds his. guilty exit from a gloomy 
world. And the manual worker—the artisan, the en- 
gineer—toiling on from day to day, and week to week, 
the bright intuition of his eyes gets blunted, and for- 
getful of their cunning ; his fingers no longer perform 
the feats of twinkling agility, nor bya plastic and tune- 
ful touch, mould dead matter, or wield mechanic 
power ; but mingling his life's blood in his daily drudg- 
ery, his locks are prematurely gray, his genial humor 
sours, and slaving it til] he has become a morose or 
reckless man, for an extra effort, or any blink of 
balmy feelings, he must stand indebted to opium or al- 
cohol.—North British Review. 





AN INTERESTING STORY. 

“* Cast thy bread upon the waters, and after many 
days it will return to thee ;”’ this is a Scripture truth, 
which, like all trath, has been verified a thousand times. 
The following story may serve to illustrate the ver- 
ity of this text. Allow me to premise that my story 
is a true one in all particulars 

Some thirty years since, a lad of one of our Eastern 
States, about ten years of age, was sent by his employ- 
er to carry a basket heavily laden with wares, toa 
purchaser.

FIRE AND 108s OF TWO LIVES 
The splendid mansion of Mrs. Anna Jenkins on | 
Benefit street, Providence, Rhode Island, was burned 
to the ground, on Tuesday morning last week, at 
about 2 1-2 o'clock, and most melancholy to relate, 
Mrs. Jenkins, and her eldest daughter perished in 
the flames. The house was one of the oldest and 
most substantial in the city, and contained an immense 
amount of valuable furniture, plate, jewelry and mon- 
ey, as Mrs. Jenkins was considered one of the wealth- 
iest persons in the city. Scarcely an article was 
saved from the house. The fire is supposed to have 
orignated from the furnace, as it broke out in the cor- 
ner of the house where it was located, and the flames 
enveloped the entire lower part of the house so rapidly 
as to cut of all egress from the sleeping apartments 
before the inmates could effect their escape 
collected together in One of the chambers, from which 
they raised an alarm for assistance.

Few are aware of the various uses to which this de- 
licious fruit is made to contribute by the people of the

The cocoa-nut is very extensively cultivated in Cey- 
lon; indeed nearly the whole island is encircled with 
this useful and productive tree, which may be justly 
designated the summum bonum of the native popula- 
tion. The cultivation of it is rapidly increasing ; for 


it is found to be a most valuable and safe investment of | 


property, as it requires a trivial outlay, and little fur- 
ther care than the planting, except protection from cat- 
tle during the first two years, thriving as it does most 
luxuriantly in sandy soil, and bearing fruit in the fifth 
year. The estimated value of the produce of a single 
tree isarix dollar per annum. This tree frequently 
exceeds one hundred feet in height, and there is no 
part of t which is unproductive to the owner; from 
the flower he obtains toddy, from which the finest ar- 
rack in the world is distilled, and from which is also 
prepared a coarse-grained brown sugar, called by the 
natives jaggery, and an excellent description of vine- 
gar he green fruit yields a delicious cooling bever- 
age to the weary trav@ller, and a vegetable pulp high- | 
ly esteered by the natives; the ripened fruit is also 
used as food, ur oii is extracted from it. which is now 
manufactured into candles and soap, and the refuse, or 
oil-cake, is used for feeding catile ; while the external 
husks, after long soaking, are beaten into coir, which 
is now well known in England, and is used for s:uifing | 
mattresses, &e., and from which cordage and matting 
are manufactured. ‘The leaves, when interwoven, are 
called cajan, and ‘nake excellent thatch, and protection 
from the sun's rays, or when burned, are converted 
into an alkali; the young leaves are used by the na- 
tuves for a variety of useful and ornamental purposes, 
particularly the latter on joyous and festive occasions, 
when bamboo arches are decorated with them, and 
brooms and mats are made from the young pine. A 
medicinal oi] us extracted from the bark, which the na- 
live practitioners use as an efficacious remedy in cuta- 
neous diseases ; the root is also used for medicinal pur- 
poses, and its elastic fibres are woven into strainers for 
liquids, while the. timber may be used in building or 
converted into beautiful articles of furnitare. But it 
would be endless to describe the various additional uses | 
wo which every portion of this valuable tree is convert-| 
ible, which are said to be upwards of one hundred, and 
have formed thé theme of many native poets.
